San Francisco.—The Russian mer- 
chantman Yaroslav, the first- steamer 
flying the flag of the Czar to enter 
this port since the Russo-Japanese 
war, arrived here January 29 with 
1090 tons of Chinese exhibits for the 
Exposition. 

The voyage from the Orient, ac- 
cording to Captain M. Ditte, was one 
of the roughest that he has ever ex- 
perienced. The steamer after leav- 
ine Shanghai continually ran into 
typhoons and was battered from stem 


to stern by huge waves which con- 
tinually rolled over the vessel. All 
hatehes had to be cleated down and 
all movable apparatus cleared from 
the deck.

“on the steamer which have been 
gathered from the different provinces 
of China. The exhibits are represen 
tative of fine arts, industry and edu- 
cational work of China, and includes 
many rare specimens of silk and pot- 
teries, chinaware, gems and _ other 
distinctively Chinese arts.

OBREGON CAPTURES. 
CAPITAL OF MEXICO 


Enters the City With 10,000 Men: 
Snipers Were Only Ones 
to Offer Resistance 


Mexico City.—The capital again is 
in the-hands of the forces of General 
Carranza, who 


in acting as provi- 


sional President of the republic was 
forced to leave Mexico City early in 
October, under the threat of the ad- 
vancing troops of Generals Villa and 
Zapata, who disagreed with his poli- 
cies, The new authorities have re- 
established order and a general fecl- 
ing of confidence prevails, 

It has been established that the 
shooting which occurred in the main 
plaza, before the National Palace, 
when General Alvaro Obregon, at the 
head of the Carranza forces, reached 
that place January 28, was done by 
snipers who were hidden on the roof 
of the cathedral. Speaking of the in- 
cident, General Obregon said that 
the shots were undoubtedly directed 
towards him and that it was an at- 
tempted assassination. The  perpe- 
trators have not yet been captured. 
Three soldiers were killed and a 
humber wounded during the firing. 

All saloons are closed as the re- 
sult of an order by the authorities, 
but the commercial houses and banks 
have declared that they will resume 
business immediately. 

Late on the afternoon of January 
28 and in the early evening 20,000 
additional Carranza troops consisting 
of three branches of arms entered 
the capital and marched to the quar- 
ters selected for them by General 
Obregon.
